STRONG AND LIQUID POSITION 


The sixtieth Ordinary General Meeting of the National Bank 
of New Zealand, Limited, was held, on July 12, at 17, Moorgate 
London, E.C. 

Sir Austin E, Harris, K.B.E. (chairman of the company), who 
presided, after having reviewed the general situation and New 
Zealand affairs, said :— 

On the assets side of the balance sheet, coin and bullion and 
cash at bankers have increased by £397,000 compared with 
March 31, 1931. Investments are £2,612,000, and are again 
shown at market value. Last year this figure was £2,533,000. 

Bills receivable and bills discounted show a net decrease of 
£83,000 at March 31, 1932, while advances on securities and 
current accounts have decreased by £452,000, and now stand 
at £10,187,000, as compared with £10,639,000 a year ago. The 
percentage of advances to deposits is 83, about the average 
for the past twenty years, as compared with 91 per cent. in 
1931. Landed property, premises, and furniture at March 31 
were £641,000, and show a small reduction of £12,000 on the 
preceding year. | 

Taking the balance sheet as a whole, we consider it repre- 

sents a strong and liquid position. The ratio of liquid assets 
to demand liabilities is 31s. 2d. in the £, or, including fixed 
deposits, lls. in the £, or 55 per cent. 
_ The gross profit, after providing for bad and doubtful debts, 
is £600,300, a decrease of nearly £46,000, or 7-1 per cent., as 
compared with last year, and the decrease in our net profits 
is £30,500, or 14:4 per cent., the amount being £177,800, as 
against £208,300 at March 31, 1931. 

Overhead charges are down by £15,000. We consider it 
prudent, in view of the difficulties and the uncertainties of 
the immediate future, to transfer £50,000 to a special exchange 
and contingency account, and we have not felt justified in 
recommending a higher dividend than that now proposed. 

Ladies and gentlemen, I now have to propose: ‘‘ That the 
report and accounts be adopted and entered on the minutes ; 
that a dividend at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum for the 
six months ended March 31 last be now declared, free of 
Income tax; and that the balance of profit and loss account, 
amounting to £142,293 15s., to be carried forward.” 

_The Rt. Hon. Lord Balfour of Burleigh seconded the resolu- 
tion, which was carried unanimously.

The increase of £2-5 million in the ‘‘ adverse 
balance in June as compared with May was due both 
to an increase in the value of imports and a decrease 
in the value of exports. Imports were £1:8 million, 
or 3 per cent., more than in May, practically the whole 
of this increase being in the imports of food, drink and 
tobacco, though imports of animals, not for food, in- 
creased in value by nearly £200,000. The values of 
raw materials and of manufactured articles imported 
were, respectively, slightly less and slightly more than 
in May. 


Compared with May, exports of United Kingdom 
goods decreased in value by £474,000, or 1-6 per cent. 
In this connection it may be noted that the value of 
exports recorded in June is normally lower than that 
in any Other month of the year, and that the value 
of exports in June this year was some £300,000 greater 
than in June, 1981. The value of the raw materials 
exported was about the same in May and in June, 
but there was a decrease in June of about £300,000 in 
the exports both of food, drink and tobacco, and of 
manufactured articles, these decreases being partially 
offset by an increase in exports by parcel post. 


The value of exports of imported merchandise was 
about £200,000 less than in May, the decrease being in 
raw materials, principally undressed hides and skins. 


The change in the relative position this year and last

Exports of coal in the second quarter of this year 
were about 0°5 million tons less than in the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1931, but nearly 0-9 million tons in excess 
of the exports during the first quarter of this year. The 
quantity exported in June (8,430,000 tons) was 
130,000 tons more than in May, but was 320,000 tons 
less than in June, 1931. The average value of the coal 
exported in June was 16s. 4d. per ton, the same as a 
year ago, as compared with 16s. 5d. in May and 
16s. 1d. in April. 


As compared with the second quarter of 1931, there 
was a reduction in the quantity exported to Germany of 
450,000 tons (47 per cent.), while substantial decreases 
were also shown in the exports to France (304,000 tons, 
or 11 per cent.), the Argentine (118,000 tons, or 19 per 
cent.), Belgium (86,000 tons, or 18 per cent.) and the 
Netherlands (70,000 tons, or 13 per cent.). There were 
considerable increases in the quantities exported to 
Canada (138,000 tons, or 37 per cent.), Brazil (72,000 
tons, or 54 per cent.), the three Scandinavian countries 
and Finland. Exports to the Irish Free State showed 
an appreciable increase, while the quantity exported to 
Italy was about the same in both periods. In com- 
parison with the first quarter of this year there was an 
increase of over 200,000 tons in each case in the quanti- 
ties exported to Italy (18 per cent.) and France (9 per 
cent.), and an increase of 460,000 tons (mainly seasonal) 
in the exports to Canada. Exports to the Argentine, 
the Irish Free State and Egypt also showed an appre- 
ciable increase. Exports to Germany were 278,000 
tons (86 per cent.) less than in the earlier period, and 
appreciable decreases were shown in the quantities ex- 
ported to the Netherlands and Brazil. The quantity 
of coal shipped as bunkers on vessels engaged in the 
foreign trade and on fishing vessels was nearly 420,000 
tons (11 per cent.) less than in the preceding quarter, 
and about 220,000 tons less than in the second quarter 
of last year. 


Imports of crude petroleum were appreciably greater 
than in the first quarter of this year, but were substan- 
tially below the quantity imported during the second 
quarter of 1931. Retained imports of refined petroleum 
were about 9 per cent. greater than in either of the 
earlier periods, the increase being mainly in motor 
spirit. Exports of petroleum refined in the United 
Kingdom were 2-0 million gallons (16 per cent.) less 
than in the first quarter of 1932, and 4-7 million gallons 
(81 per cent.) less than in the second quarter of last

The retained imports of iron and steel and manu- 
factures thereof were 25 per cent. less than in the first 
quarter of this year, while as compared with the second 
quarter of 1931 the decline was 38 per cent., or a little 
below the percentage reduction shown in the first 
quarter of this year as compared with the first quarter 
of 1931. The decreases were relatively greatest in 
respect of finished iron and steel goods, retained im- 
ports of which were under 30 per cent. of those in the 
second quarter of last year. While British exports 
declined by about 8 per cent. as compared with the 
corresponding quarter of 1931, they showed a slight 
increase of about 1 per cent. as compared with the 
first quarter of this year. Exports of crude iron and 
steel were substantially less than in the second 
quarter of 1931, but showed an appreciable increase 
(25 per cent.) in comparison with the first quarter of 
this year. The aggregate tonnage of finished iron and 
steel goods exported was nearly equal to that in the 
preceding quarter, but was about 5 per cent. less than 
in the second quarter of last year, while exports of 
rolling-mill products were about the same as in each 
of the earlier periods. There was a_ substantial 
increase as compared with the first quarter of this 
year in the exports of railway material, but exports of 
galvanised sheets and tinned plates showed a consider- 
able decrease. The quantity of railway material ex- 
ported was, however, less than half that exported in 
the second quarter of last year, and, on the other 








re 
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hand, exports of galvanised sheets and tinned plates 
showed an appreciable increase. 


The tonnage of domestic exports of iron and steel] 
last quarter was 16 per cent. in excess of that of 
retained imports, but the value was more than three 
and a half times as great. In the second quarter of 
last year, imports exceeded exports by 28 per cent. in 
quantity, but were only 60 per cent. of the exports in 
value.

Retained imports of machinery declined by 9,000 
tons (43 per cent.) as compared with the second 
quarter of 1931 and by 7,300 tons (38 per cent.) im 
comparison with the first quarter of this year. The 
quantity of machinery exported, although slightly 
lower than in the previous quarter, was over 2 per 
cent. greater than in the corresponding quarter of last 
year. Exports of textile machinery and electrical 
machinery showed increases over both the earlier 
periods, but exports of boilers and boiler house plant 
and of prime movers were considerably below those of 
last year and were also less than in the first quarter of 
this year. Imports of motor cars and chassis, which 
had been steadily declining, showed a substantial in- 
crease, being higher than in any quarter since the first 
quarter of last year. British exports, however, though 
slightly less than in the previous quarter, were 64 per 
cent. higher than a year ago. Exports of motor cycles, 
on the other hand, showed a decline of 24 per cent. as 
compared with the second quarter of 1931, and of 
11 per cent. in comparison with the first quarter of this 
year, while the number of pedal cycles exported was 
somewhat greater than in the preceding quarter, but 
less than a year ago. The tonnage of locomotives 
exported declined by 3,300 tons (77 per cent.) as com- 
pared with the second quarter of 1931, and the tonnage 
of new ships and boats by 37,600 tons gross (48 per 
cent.), but the latter showed an increase of 45,000 tons 
as compared with the first quarter of this year.

The retained imports of raw cotton were about 
$5 per cent. greater last quarter than in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1931. The average value of the 
raw cotton imported, which had temporarily recovered 
to 6-1d. per lb. in March, continued to fall during the 
past quarter, the figures for the three months being 
6ld., 55d. and 5-2d. per lb. respectively, which may 
be compared with a steady 62d. per lb. for the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1931. According to statistics 
published by the Liverpool Cotton Association, 
deliveries of raw cotton to mills aggregated about 324 
millions lbs. last quarter, as compares with 350 million 
lbs. in the previous quarter and 256 million lbs. in the 
second quarter of 1931. Deliveries during each month 
of the quarter were greater than those during the 
corresponding month of last year, and in June 
amounted to about 100-6 million lbs. 


In the case of sheep’s and lambs’ wool, the retained 
imports were approximately the same as in the second 
quarter of 1931. 


The average value of the sheep’s and lambs’ wool 
imported fell further during the last month of the 
quarter to a figure of 79d. per lb., though the price 
during April and May approximated very closely to 
the March level of 87d. per lb. As regards other 
textile raw materials, imports of silk cocoons, etc., 
and of raw silk were very much greater than in the 
second quarter of last year, but the imports of alpaca, 
mohair, etc., and of raw jute were less than a third of 
those during that quarter, and the imports of hemp 
and tow also showed some decline.

Imports of textiles continue to show the effect of 
the recent duties. Although not reaching, in all cases, 
the low level touched in the first quarter of this year, 
when the 50 per cent. duties imposed under the 
Abnormal Importations (Customs Duties) Act were in 
force, imports under each heading included in the 
table show substantial decreases compared with the 
corresponding quarter of 1931, even in the case of silk 
piece-goods, which have been dutiable since 1925. 

In the aggregate, domestic exports of textiles were 
somewhat larger during the quarter under review than 
in the preceding quarter, cotton yarns, wool tops, and 
woollen and worsted tissues being the only items to 
suffer any decrease of importance, while cotton piece- 


_ goods, cordage and jute manufactures each showed a 


marked increase. 

The total value of the domestic exports of cotton 
yarns and manufactures during the quarter was 
£16,582,000, or £90,000 less than in the preceding 
quarter. The aggregate exports of cotton piece-goods 
were 4 per cent. greater than during the first quarter 
of this year and 43 per cent. greater than during the 
corresponding quarter of last year. The following

Exports to India continued to show an increase, 


greater than in the previous 
quarter and 50 per cent. greater than in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1931, although still about 20 per 
cent. below the figure for the second quarter of 1930. 
As compared with the first quarter of this year, in- 
creases were also recorded in the quantities exported 
te all the other chief markets, except China and Hong 
Kong. Exports to this market showed a heavy

less to the absence of Japanese competition; duriag 
the second quarter they were about the same as in 
the last quarter of 1931, and were more than twice as 
great as in the second quarter of 1931.

The value of woollen and worsted yarns and manu- 
factures exported last quarter was £5,298,000, as com- 
pared with £6,613,000 during the preceding quarter. 
Exports of woollen and worsted yarns were slightly 
greater in quantity than in the previous quarter, but 
were less than in the second quarter of last year. In the 
first quarter of this year exports of woollen and worsted 
tissues were 3-2 million square yards less than in the 
corresponding quarter of 1931, but for the second 
quarter an increase of 1°9 million square yards was 
shown, this increase being in exports to countries other 
than the principal markets distinguished in the above 
table. The average values of woollen and worsted 
tissues exported were about 10 per cent. less than in the 
first quarter of this year, average values during April, 
May and June being, respectively, 38s. 2d., 2s. 1ld. and 
8s. per square yard.

The only items in the above table the exports of 
which during the second quarter of this year showed 
any appreciable decrease as compared with a year ago 
were tiles, earthenware, glass (not bottles), and elec. 
trical goods and apparatus. In a few cases there wag 
little change, but in others, e.g. brass manufactures, 
tin blocks, bars, etc., ammonium sulphate, sodium 
compounds, paper and cardboard, and stockings and 
hose, whether of cotton, wool or artificial silk, the 
increase was substantial. In most cases exports were 
higher than in the first quarter of this year, the chief 
exceptions being sulphuric acid, woollen stockings and 
hose, and linoleum and oilcloth.

Among the raw materials included in the table, the 
retained imports during the second quarter of this year 
were substantially more than in the corresponding 
quarter of 1931 in the case of phosphate of lime, iron 
pyrites, soft wood and pit props, palm kernels, wet 
hides, and both chemical and mechanical wood pulp, 
but there were considerable reductions in the case of 
iron ore, copper ore, ground nuts, coconut oil and 
rubber. Each of the five descriptions of semi-manu- 
factured materials showed a heavy decrease in retained 
imports. Comparison with the first quarter of the year 
may be affected as a result of seasonal changes, but the 
substantial decrease in retained imports of phosphate 
of lime, copper ore, linseed, ground nuts, coconut oil, 
chemical wood pulp, rubber, crude zinc and dressed and 
undressed leather may be noted, as also the large in- 
creases in respect of iron pyrites, soft wood and pit 
props.

Food prices, as measured by the Board of Trade 
index, showed a rising tendency in the first three weeks 
of April, the average for the whole month (107-8) being 
the same as that for November, 1931, but lower than 
that for March, 1932 (108-3). A decline in prices in 
May, 1932, was followed by a further, and sharper, fall 
in June, the index for the week ended June 25 (102°8) 
being the lowest recorded for any week since prices 
started to rise in the last ten days of September, 1931. 
The fall in June was mainly due to lower prices for 
imported cereals and meat and to the lowering of fish 
prices. 


Industrial materials as a whole declined throughout 
June, the index for the week ended June 25 being about 
3 per cent. lower than that for the base period (i.e., 
September 1-19, 1931). The falls in price of wool, jute, 
hides, rubber and paper-making materials were mainly 
responsible for the decline. 

The index number for all articles for the week ended 
June 25 was about 1 per cent. lower than that for the 
hase period.

The decline of 2-6 per cent. in the index number of 
all articles for the month of June as compared with 
May is the largest percentage decline, as compared 
with the previous month, which has been recorded since 
the departure from the gold standard in September, 
1931, and was about the same as the decline in prices 
in August, 1931, as compared with the preceding 
month. There was a small increase in the “‘ other 
food *’ group and considerable decreases in respect of 
cereals and of meat and fish. Among _ industrial 
materials, a decrease was recorded for each group 
except coal, and the declines in the index numbers for 
wool (7:0 per cent.) and for cotton (3-9 per cent.) reflect 
substantial falls in the prices of the commodities 
included in those groups. 


As compared with a year earlier, the largest varia. 
tions in the groups of industrial materials were de- 
creases of 15-5 per cent. for wool, of 14:2 per cent. for 
‘“ miscellaneous industrial materials ’’ and of 10 per 
cent. for cotton. The only increases shown were in 
the coal and ‘‘ other metals and minerals ’’ groups, 
and in each case the increase was slight. Of the food 
groups, ‘‘ meat and fish ’’ showed a decrease of 7°3 per 
cent. and cereals an increase of 5°9 per cent. 


A comparison of the 150 price averages for June with 
those relating to May shows 19 increases and 83 de- 
creases, the 53 articles of food accounting for 16 of the 
former and 32 of the latter. Of the 16 increases in food 
prices, 9 were of less than 5 per cent., 4 were of 
between 5 and 10 per cent., and 3 were of between 
15 and 20 per cent. Of the 32 decreases, 14 were of 
less than 5 per cent., 138 were of between 5 and 10 per 
cent., and 5 were of between 10 and 20 per cent. The 
averages for industrial materials show 3 increases (each 
of less than 5 per cent.) and 51 decreases. Of the latter, 
32 were of less than 5 per cent., 15 were of between 
5 and 10 per cent., 2 were of between 10 and 15 per 
cent., and 2 (raw wool and calf skins) of between 15 and 
20 per cent. 


The table on page 47 shows the average monthly 
wholesale prices of 60 principal commodities included 
in the index. 


A summary of the 150 commodities for which price 
quotations are included in the compilation of the index, 
together with the composition of the eight groups to 
which they then related, appeared in the ‘* B.T.J.”’ of 
April 24, 1930 (page 551). It should be noted, how- 
ever, that separate index numbers have since been 
compiled for coal and for wool, and these items are, 
therefore, no longer included in the respective groups 
of ‘‘ other metals and minerals ’’ and “‘ other textiles.”’ 
There are now ten groups for which separate index 
numbers are compiled, as shown in the preceding table. 


In regard to the quotations for cereals which are 
included in the accompanying table (see page 47), 
the largest variations in the averages for June, as com- 
pared with those for May, were decreases of about 9 
and 10 per cent. respectively for maize and Northern 
Manitoba wheat. English wheat was dearer by nearly 
4 per cent. and straight run flour (London) was cheaper 
by about 4 per cent. In the ‘‘ meat ’’ group, Danish 
bacon and Australian frozen beef were cheaper by 
nearly 10 per cent. and about 7 per cent. respectively, 
while Scotch beef and English mutton were dearer by 
about 7 per cent. and 4 per cent. respectively. It may 
be noticed that in the case of cereals and meat there 
were considerable price falls in the imported descrip- 
tions, whilst the prices of home-grown wheat, beef and 
mutton were higher than in the previous month. 
Among “‘ other foods ’’ Danish and New Zealand butter 
were slightly cheaper, and the average auction price 
of tea showed a reduction of about 19 per cent. (2°2d. 
per Ib.). 

Of the industrial materials specified in the table, 
the quotations for pig iron, wrought iron and steel were 
practically unchanged. Among non-ferrous metals, 


copper, lead, tin, and zine were cheaper by from 5 to 9g 
per cent. With one exception (Manila hemp), all the

Egyptian raw cotton showing falls of 6-5 and 3-5 per 
cent. respectively. Wool tops in oil, crossbred Colonial, 
fell by about 8 per cent., and raw jute by nearly 7 per 
cent. The majority of the items of miscellaneous indus- 
trial materials showed no variation in price, but rubber 
was cheaper by about 8 per cent. and chemical wood 
pulp by nearly 4 per cent. 


Items not included in the table.—With regard to the 
commodities whose prices are used in the compilation 
of the index, but quotations for which are not shown 
in the accompanying table, the principal variations in 
the food groups were increases of about 20 per cent. 
for potatoes on the London and Birmingham markets, 
and decreases of about 11, 15 and 17 per cent. respec- 
tively for Wiltshire bacon, British pork, and in the 
average of the quotations for the four descriptions of 
fish included. 


Among industrial materials, the only variations in 
price in the iron and steel group were reductions of 
about 7 per cent. for soft steel billets and of 3-5 per 
cent. for scrap steel. All the items included in the 
textile groups showed reductions, the principal de- 
creases being for raw wool (Southdown tegs or ewes) 
and wool yarns (8 skeins). Of the items of miscel- 
laneous industrial materials, calf skins, mechanical 
wood pulp, and ox and heifer hides were cheaper by 
about 18, 12, and 9 per cent. respectively.

The receipts of 1931 show a large decrease as com- 
pared with the receipts of 1930 owing to a fall in 
receipts from navigation dues from 6,309,807 gold 
francs in 1930 to 4,814,513 gold frs. in 1931. This 
figure, however, still exceeds the figure for 1929, when 
the receipts were 4,603,866 gold frs. The increase on 
the expenditure side from 6,235,637-01 gold frs. in 
1930 to 9,012,348°65 gold frs. in 1931 is accounted for 
almost entirely by the provision of 2 million gold frs. 
to meet the loan-redemption fund and a loss of 714,897 
gold frs. which the Commission incurred owing to the 
depreciation in terms of gold francs of its holding in 
sterling in London. 


FOREIGN EXCHANGE CONTROL IN 
GERMANY 


The Decree of August 1, 1931, for the control of 
foreign exchange, the principal provisions of which 
were given in Circular D. 2080 of August 7, 1931, 
issued by the Department of Overseas Trade, and the 
executive regulations for the application of the Decree 
have been issued in a revised form in the ‘‘ Reichs- 
gesetzblatt ’’ of May 26, Part 1, No. 30). 


The Decree is extremely detailed and somewhat 
technical in character, but a translation has been 
received and copies will shortly be available to inter- 
ested parties who may apply for them to the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, 
S.W. 1 (Reference C. 3933 should be quoted). 


Information subsequently received is that, as pay- 


' ments in reichsmarks to foreigners can be made only 


after official permission has been granted. Devisen 
Control Offices have been authorised to grant general 
permits to local house agents to enable them to pay 
over rents collected for foreign property owners. These 
payments may be made either in cash or into the house- 


- owner’s bank account, and may be used to meet ex- 


penses arising in connection with the property admini- 
stered. Special permission is still required, however, 
to make payments abroad. 


With regard to securities deposited with a bank, the 
Decree lays down that particulars of all transactions in 
such securities must be notified to the Reichsbank. The 
Ministry for Economic Affairs have, however, decided 
to allow securities belonging to a German to be handed 
out without the necessity for a special notification. 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at 
Berlin has been informed by the Ministry for Foreign 
Affairs that permission for the transfer of dividends 
will be given, in as far as the dividends correspond to a 
reasonable rate of interest and in as far as the payment 
of dividends does not exceed 12 per cent. of the nominal 
investment in a firm or company. Any profits in excess 
of 12 per cent. must be paid into a blocked account. 
Dividends on mining shares are released for transfer 
abroad, only if the amount corresponds to the average

of the dividends paid during the three business years 
preceding the year for which the dividend is distri- 
buted. Any payment in excess of this amount would 
also have to be credited to a blocked account. No 
restriction exists, on the other hand, in regard to the 
transfer of interest payable on interest coupons and 
of dividends payable on dividend warrants. 


According to the press the quota of devisen to be 
allotted to importers in July is to remain as in June 
and May (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’”’ of May 19, page 699). 


GREEK CURRENCY RESTRICTIONS 


Reference was made in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of June 23 
(page 891) to drachme held in blocked deposit accounts 
in Greece. Attention has now been drawn to Article 6, 
paragraph 2, of the Greek Exchange Law circulated by 
the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen 
Street, London, §8.W. 1 (Circular C. 3888 of May 18). 


This provides that sight and savings deposits in 
foreign exchange existing with banks in Greece before 
September 28, 1931, shall become payable in drachmex 
at the current rate of exchange after a period of three 
months from the entry into force of that Law. Conse- 
quently, as from July 25, British firms should be able 
to transact business in Greece with blocked sterling or 
drachme accounts existing before the introduction of 
the exchange control last September. 


It is also stated that the banks in Greece have 
released a number of blocked accounts in drachme for 
use in Greece, and that persons residing in Greece who 
have accounts with local banks in foreign exchange 
may withdraw their money in drachme at the current 
rate of exchange.

LLOYD’S REGISTER SHIPBUILDING 
RETURNS FOR JUNE QUARTER 


Statistics issued by Lloyd’s Register of Shipping regard. 
ing vessels under construction at the end of June show 
that in Great Britain and Ireland there was a decrease of 
92,281 tons in the work in hand as compared with the 
figures for last March, and that the total—280,692 tons— 
was 274,911 tons less than was being built at the end of 
June, 1931. Further, the figure for June, 1932, includes 
about 159,000 tons on which work has been suspended— 
126,000 tons of steamers and 33,000 tons of motorships. The 
present total of 280,692 tons is lower than any comparable 
figure hitherto recorded by Lloyd’s Register during a period 
of more than fifty years. Nearly 89,000 tons—representing 
31-6 per cent. of the tonnage now in hand in this country 
—are intended for registration abroad or for sale. 


The tonnage now under construction abroad—829,081— 
is about 96,000 less than the work which was in hand at 
the end of March, 1932. Tonnage, included in this figure, 
on which work has been suspended amounts only to 3,29 
tons of steamers and 13,263 tons of motorships. The five 
leading countries are Italy, 180,565 tons; the United States, 
162,203 tons; France, 128,128 tons; Germany, 103,500 tons, 
and Sweden, 89,201 tons. The total tonnage under con- 
struction in the world amounts to 1,109,773, of which 
25:3 per cent. is being built in Great Britain and Ireland, 
and 74-7 per cent. abroad. 


In Great Britain and Ireland, only 27,956 tons were com- 
menced during the last three months, albeit an increase 
of 2,243 tons compared with the very low figure for the 
March quarter. During the quarter just ended, 69,255 tons 
were launched in Great Britain and Ireland. This figure 
shows an increase of 33,931 tons over the unprecedentedly 
low total for the March quarter. Similar figures for abroad 
are 42,540 tons commenced and 124,871 tons launched, show- 
ing a decrease, as compared with the previous quarter, of 
12,005 in the tonnage commenced, while there has been an 
increase of 35,381 tons in that launched. These figures, how- 
ever, again reflect clearly the inactivity so widely prevalent 
in the shipbuilding industry. 


Om TANKERS, Motor SHIps AND STEAMERS 


The oil tankers under construction in the world amount 
to 33 vessels of 272,869 tons, of which six vessels of 47,216 
tons are being built in Great Britain and Ireland, ll 
vessels of 74,421 tons in Sweden, and six of 72,400 tons in 
Germany. It is noteworthy that, of the 33 tanks under 
construction, 31 are motorships, and that the two steam 
tankers are both being built in Great Britain. The tanker 
tonnage now in hand comprises 24-6 per cent. of the total 
steam and motor tonnage being built in the world.’ 


The steam tonnage under construction in Great Britain 
and Ireland at the end of June (245,374) exceeded the 
motorship tonnage by 211,000. The motorship tonnage 
being constructed abroad at the same date (445,662) was 
nearly 63,000 in excess of that of the steamers. 


Of the vessels being built in the world at the end of 











June, there are six steamers and 21 motorships of between

8,000 and 15,000 tons; two steamers and three motorships 
of between 15,000 and 25,000 tons; and six steamers and 
no motorships of 30,000 tons and upwards. 


MaRINE ENGINES 


The horse-power of steam engines now being built or 
being fitted on board amounts to about 941,000; while the 
figures for oil engines aggregate about 410,000. The figures 
for steam engines include 23 sets of turbine engines of about 
96,000 shaft h.p., giving an average of nearly 36,000 per 
set. The horse-power of the steam reciprocating engines 
(about 115,000) is about 8-5 per cent. of the total horse- 

wer of marine engines now building in the world. 

Although affected by the continued reduction in the 
amount of work in hand, the tonnage in course of con- 
struction throughout the world under the inspection of 
Lloyd’s Register reaches 640,798; of this total, 261,529 are 
being built in Great Britain and Ireland, and 379,269 
abroad. 


SHIPPING CASUALTY RETURNS FOR MAY 


The Liverpool Underwriters’ Association has issued the

BRITISH WEST AFRICA 
TRADE OF NIGERIA IN 19381 


The total value of Nigeria’s trade (including specie) 
during the year under review was £17,198,549, imports 
amounting to £6,589,202 and exports to £10,609,347, states 
the Annual Report on the Social and Economie Progress 
of the People of Nigeria, 1931 (H.M. Stationery Office, price 
9s. 6d. net). The total trade for the year shows a decline 
of £10,675,803 as compared with 1930, imports and exports 
being lower by £6,110,835 and £4,564,968 respectively. The 
value of the transit trade (i.e., goods passing through the 
inland waters and by rail through Nigeria to and from 
French territory) was £189,217, as compared with £272,092, 
a decline of £82,875 in 1930. 


Commercial imports (i.e., excluding specie and Govern- 
ment imports) were valued at £5,715,783, a decline of over 
48 per cent. as compared with the previous year, while com- 
mercial exports; at £8,728,475, showed a decrease of over 
35 per cent. as against 1930. 


The United Kingdom accounted for 56-6 per cent. of the 
total trade, as compared with 52-9 per cent. in the previous 
year, showing an advance of 3:5 per cent.; imports at 70-4 
per cent. recorded a rise of 3-5 per cent.; and exports at 
48 per cent. an advance of 6-4 per cent. The United States, 
with 8-9 per cent. of the trade, showed a decline of 2-6 per 
eent., and Germany, with 15-8 per cent., a decrease of 3-1 
per cent. With the exception of the Colonies in British 
West Africa there was no appreciable trade with any part 
of the British Empire.

BULGARIA 


FOREIGN TRADE CONDITIONS AND 
PROSPECTS 


The existing commercial and industrial depression jp 
Bulgaria in its acute form dates from the departure of 
the United Kingdom from the gold Standard, *writes H.M. 
Consul at Sofia. It was not, however, that Bulgaria suffered 
financially thereby ; but rather that its repercussions disclosed 
the weakness of her foreign exchange position. The subse. 
quent course of events has not been dissimilar from that in 
neighbouring countries: restrictions of increasing severity 
on foreign exchange transactions, leading to a contraction 
of imports and credit; growing difficulties of marketing ex- 
ports; the exploration of schemes to facilitate the exchange 
of goods; appeals to foreign bondholders to forgo at least 
a part of the service on their loans; falling Government 
revenue owing to general inactivity ; an ineffectual groping 
after palliatives of every description. 

One thing that has stood out clearly is the determination 
of the present Bulgarian Government to maintain the official 
rate of exchange at parity and to preserve intact the gold 
reserves of the National Bank. In this respect the Gov- 
ernment has a solid backing of informed public opinion, 
which appears unanimous in agreeing that the present 
rigorous foreign exchange control is more in accord with the 
interests both of the country and its creditors than complete 
freedom of exchange with its incalculable consequences. 

Although the present difficulties have to a considerable 
degree been brought about, or at least aggravated, by exist- 
ing world conditions, it remains, nevertheless, true that 
there are contributory causes of a permanent nature result- 
ing from purely local causes, and that, as a consequence, a 
general trade revival will, of itself, prove an insufficient 
remedy. It is well known, for example, that in recent years 
the movement of foreign exchange has almost invariably 
been unfavourable to the country, and that only the proceeds 
of the League of Nations Loans have enabled demands to 
be met. Further loans being out of the question, at least 
for the time being, Bulgaria will now be obliged to adjust 
herself to the necessity of relying on her own resources and 
limiting her purchases to her actual paying capacity in 
foreign exchange. To maintain credit abroad she will also 
have to continue to allocate part of available exchange to 
the service of her foreign loans, thus further reducing her 
purchasing power. 


SAFEGUARD FROM Economic COLLAPSE 


Yet Bulgaria has always an asset of tremendous value 
which safeguards her from the possibility of economic col- 
lapse. She is, first and foremost, a nation of peasant pro- 
prietors, able to live to a great extent on the products of 
their labours, and her future prosperity must be built up on 
agriculture. Local industry is of comparatively small pro- 
ductive capacity, and with but poor prospects of any con- 
siderable further development, while its proper réle is sub- 
ordinate to agriculture. It has, however, now become too 
integral a part of the country’s economic structure to per- 
mit of its painless elimination, even if this were otherwise 
desirable, and the raw and semi-manufactured materials for 
its use must continue to be found abroad. 

The foreign supplier must also continue to be sought 
where the products of the heavy industries and light highly 
skilled and specialised industries are concerned. With the 
recovery of prices for agricultural produce, and a more 
efficient organisation of her agricultural production, Bul- 
garia should be in a position to pay for her reasonable 
requirements. Tho potentialities of the market are never- 
theless limited, and, in dealing with Bulgaria, it is as 
necessary to guard against unjustifiable optimism as against 
unwarranted pessimism. Given an early solution of the ex- 
change difficulties which at present confront her, there is no 
reason why Bulgaria should not continue to provide a steady 
market for United Kingdom goods. 


GENERAL TRADE SITUATION 


More solvent conditions obtained during 1931 than in 
1930, the commercial community having been purged of its 
weaker, inefficient and sometimes dishonest members, mostly 
of the one-man business order, which were the creation of

the abnormal post-war conditions and an indiscriminate 
selling policy which has cost foreign suppliers dear. The 
reflection of this enhanced stability was the apparent eager- 
ness of foreign firms to do business, in contrast with the 
reserve displayed in 1930. The volume of general business 
transaction was, however, considerably smaller. Subdued 
by their recent experiences, local buyers followed a very con- 
servative policy; and in this they were confirmed by the 
gradually diminishing purchasing power of the community 
and the uncertainty of tariff policy. Finally, the onset of 
foreign exchange difficulties in October set up an effective 
barrier to the import of anything except the barest 
necessities. 

Favourable signs are still few. Stocks of all descriptions 
are at a low level, with prices in many cases showing a con- 
sequent hardening tendency, and many people would be 
disposed to put available money into merchandise were it 
not that the restrictions on dealings in foreign currency 
are preventing this more and more effectively. Those foreign 
firms who are still willing to trade in existing circumstances 
are wisely limiting their sales in view of the diminishing 
resources of foreign exchange at the disposal of the National 
Bank and the poor prospects of their early replenishment. 
In the meantime it will probably be found that preference 
will be given in the allocation of foreign exchange to articles 
of first necessity, including supplies for local manufacturers. 
Thus trade and industry are increasingly hampered. 
Foreign suppliers are more and more unwilling to sell on 
credit, and although local buyers are in many cases able and 
eager to pay cash, this cannot be arranged in face of the 
foreign exchange regulations. In no case does the foreign 
supplier wish to be left with local currency on his hands, 
since the prospects of converting it into foreign currency 
within a reasonable time are extremely poor. 

The situation seems to be developing towards a point 
where the National Bank will be obliged to provide for 
payment against documents for essential raw and semi- 
manufactured materials, and the import of other articles 
will practically cease except as a speculation. Conditions, 
however, are so fluid and uncertain, due in the main to 
factors beyond Bulgaria’s control, that no confident attempt 
to foresee the future can be made. 

So far as British trade is concerned, the coincidence of a 
fall in sterling values with the exchange restrictions has 
robbed the United Kingdom of that greater share in the 
foreign trade of Bulgaria which she would otherwise have 
received. United Kingdom manufactures continue to enjoy 
a good reputation, and in many instances have again become 
competitive where previously price considerations, of 
supreme importance in Bulgaria, caused orders to be given 
elsewhere.

These tables show that Bulgaria has practically succeeded 
in maintaining the value of her exports, while in volume 
they have in 1930 and 1931 expanded in remarkable manner, 
owing to two quite exceptionally good harvests. Imports, 
on the other hand, have been reduced to about half the 1929 
figure in value and to almost the same degree in bulk. 
Despite the fact that foreign trade produced a surplus 
during 1930 and 1931, the balance of foreign payments

remains unfavourable, the chief causes for which are the out- 
going of foreign exchange to meet the service of foreign 
loans, reparation payments, interest and dividends accruing 
from foreign capital invested in the country, maintenance 
of State services and of students studying abroad, and, 
finally, the exodus, following the crash in 1929, of short-term 
credits and other forms of foreign capital. In 1931 the 
foreign currency received by the National Bank through 
commercial transactions roughly balanced current commer- 
cial requirements, but no margin was left for other necessary 
transfers.

It will be noticed that no considerable change in com- 
mercial currents has occurred during the last five years. 
The same is true of the character of imports, except for a 
well-marked tendency to substitute raw and semi-manufac- 
tured products for the finished article. What is significant, 
however, is the acute shrinkage in value of the past two 
years, to which attention has already been drawn. 


Textiles.—As usual these constitute the most important 
item in Bulgarian imports, and are also of chief interest to 
the United Kingdom. Imports in 1931 were valued at 
1,472,811,000 leva, an increase of 201,293,000 leva on 1930, 
when the market had not yet completely absorbed the stocks 
accumulated before the 1929 collapse. Raw and semi-manu- 
factured goods for the local industries tend more and more 
to displace imports of finished products, but there is still 
a steady demand for mulls, white shirtings and sheetings 
and printed goods of all descriptions. The reduced Customs 
co-efficient on certain categoryes of goods and the fall in 
the pound sterling have helped United Kingdom imports 


‘to some degree; but where competition with local products 


is concerned, the latter still remain in a strong aad very 
privileged position. 

The shares of the different supplying countries, expressed 
in millions of leva, in 1931 and 1930, were:—Great Britain, 
225 and 214; Italy, 542 and 418; Czechoslovakia, 139 and 
110; Germany, 150 and 165; and France, 137 and 122 
respectively. 

Agricultural Machinery.—The value of imports of 
reapers, threshers, tractors, ploughs and parts fell from 
223,309,000 leva in 1929 to 82,993,000 leva in 1930 and 
31,231,000 leva in 1931. Imports from Great Britain have 
practically ceased. During the past year imports were 
chiefly ploughs from Czechoslovakia (14,714,000 leva) and 
Poland (4,491,000 leva). 


Iron Sheets.—Imports of galvanised iron sheets rose from 
871 tons in 1930 to 1,173 tons in 1931. During the latter 
year Great Britain supplied 500 tons, Roumania 308 tons, 
Belgium 114 tons and Germany 94 tons. Imports of black 
plates increased from 3,844 tons in 1930 to 4,801 tons in 
1931. Germany supplied 1,293 tons, Belgium 1,286 tons, 
Czechoslovakia 895 tons and Great Britain 302 tons (as 
against 95 tons in 1930). 

Motor Cars and Cycles.—Only 136 motor vehicles, of a 
value of 23,825,000 leva, were imported in 1931. This com- 
pares with 262 vehicles and 47,480,000 leva in 1930 and 
1,636 vehicles and 166,875,000 leva in 1929. Italy was the 
principal supplier, followed by Germany, the United States 
and Turkey. Exchange restrictions render a further decline 
in imports unavoidable. The business in motor cycles has 
also been very slack owing to the general depression. 


Copper Sulphate.—Imports in 1931 amounted to 2,781 
tons, as against 1,704 in 1930. Owing to the inability of 
United Kingdom manufacturers to supply the full needs 
of the market, 1,378 tons were bought in Hungary. Great 
Britain supplied 1,295 tons. The supremacy of United 
Kingdom manufacturers in this commodity will be re- 
established in 1932.

Palm and Coconut Oil for Industrial Use.—In 19:1 Great 
Britain supplied 424 tons out of a total import of 1,605 
tons. This compares favourably with 1930, when she 
supplied 163 tons out of a total import of 1,342 tons. 


Iron Pipes, Tubes, etc.—The execution of the contract 
for pipes for the Rila-Sofia water supply led to Great 
Britain’s taking an easy first place. Out of a total import 
of 9,154 tons, to a value of 283,811,000 leva, she supplied 
5,255 tons to the value of 235,021,000 leva. Germany took 
second place, with 3,120 tons, of a value of 37,533,000 leva. 


Hides.—Imports increased from 2,530 tons in 1930 to 
4,155 tons in 1931. France sent 742 tons, Germany 665 
tons, Holland 332, Great Britain 186 and Belgium 152 tons. 


Although imports from the United Kingdom showed some 
recovery in 1931, it was in the main due to the execution 
of the large contract for pipes already referred to. Pro- 
gress in other directions was mostly negligible.

FORMOSAN SUGAR PRODUCTION 


The Acting British Consul at Tamsui states that accord- 
ing to a Report recently issued by the Government-General, 
he production of centrifugals—including plantation white 
—amounted, during the 1931-2 season, to 16,298,435 piculs 
(962,422 tons). The figure for browns is not yet determined, 
but it is estimated that 200,000 piculs (11,810 tons) were 
produced. Another record in centrifugals has therefore 
been established and last year’s figures were exceeded by 
3,180,381 piculs (187,801 tons).

VOLUME or TRADE 


The figures based on weight show a total decline in im- 
ports in 1931 to 4,741,700 tons from 5,862,300 tons in 1930 
and 7,130,000 tons in 1929. Foodstuffs were 14,000 tons less 
than in 1930 and 547,000 tons less than in 1929, there having 
been no importations of wheat and barley in 1931. 


Raw materials dropped 1,110,000 tons from 1930, coal 
accounting for nearly 500,000 tons. The decrease in coal 
imports since 1929 amounted to 800,000 tons. Coal imports 
are almost entirely from the United Kingdom. 


Manufactured articles showed a slight increase of some 
5,000 tons over 1930 importations, but a decline of 63,000 
tons in comparison with 1929. 


An all round decrease in exports was shown in 1931, ex- 
pectations of an increase resulting from the continued low 
level of the peseta exchange being belied by two factors; 
viz., the depth to which the purchasing capacity of the 
world market sank as a result of widespread economic de- 
pression, and the agricultural harvests in Spain, which were 
adversely affected by the drought at the beginning of the 
year. 


TRADE OUTLOOK 


Signs of reviving optimism in business circles are, how- 
ever, now apparent. The prospect of excellent crops this 
year should do much to animate agricultural interests and 
bring about a renewal of purchasing capacity in this section 
of the population, but the condition of the mining industry 
is unlikely to show much improvement save as following on 
a turn for the better in the consuming countries. Spanish 
industry in general will only begin to show signs of more 
prosperous business as revenue collections improve and 
Government orders are resumed upon a larger scale than 
during the last twelve months. 


At the same time industries dependent upon the general 
public for their market will almost certainly reap consider- 
able benefit from the bountiful harvests which Spain is 
now confidently expecting this year.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
CONDITIONS IN TRADE AND INDUSTRY 


The gain in confidence following recent legislation in the 
United States has not been accompanied by an improve- 
ment in business levels, states a cable received by the 
London office of the Guaranty Trust Company of New York. 
The seasonable weather has stimulated retail buying in 
some sections, but there is no pronounced activity anywhere. 

Department store sales for the first half of June in the 
New York City area were 24 per cent. below those of a year 
ago. Kmployment in the major industrial groups in May 
was 3°2 per cent. below April, and pay rolls were 3-9 per 
cent. smaller. Production of electricity in the week ended 
June 25 was 11-9 per cent. under that of the corresponding 
week in 1931. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended July 2 was 59-6, comparing with 
59-5 the week before and 59-3 the fortnight earlier.

CANADA 


NEW AVERAGE VALUE OF THE POUND 
STERLING FOR DUMPING DUTY PURPOSES 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has 
received cable information that the Dominion Department 
of National Revenue has fixed the ‘‘ average’’ value of 
the pound sterling for the purpose of dumping duty at 4-10 
dollars, effective for entries during the period July 16 to 31. 
In cases where the actual sum to be paid by importers in 
dollars is not known at the time of clearance, the amount 
of ‘‘ dumping ’’ duty levied will, therefore, be 30 cents for 
every pound value of the invoice, comparison being made 
with the ‘‘ fair market value ’’ converted into dollars at 
440 dols. = £1 sterling. Ordinary duties will be calculated 
on the ‘‘ fair market value ’’ converted at 4-866 dols. = £1. 


CYPRUS 
CUSTOMS TARIFF AMENDMENTS 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a Law, enacted 
on June 4, which provides, inter alia, for the under- 
mentioned alterations in the Cyprus Customs Tariff (see 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of October 8, 1931 (pages 449-51) ). 

The duty on Kachkaval, touloum and other similar kinds 
of cheese (First Schedule—table of specific duties) has been 
increased from 3 cp. to 4 cp. the oke, and the duty on 
Gruyére, Dutch, Cheddar, Cheshire, Stilton, Gorgonzola, 
Parmesan, Roquefort, Brie, etc., cheese, and imitations 
thereof, has been increased from 6 cp. to 8 cp. the oke. 
Cider, with a duty of 2s. per gallon, has been added to the 
First Schedule; the duty on wheat has been increased from 
6 cp. to ls. 3 ep. per cwt., and the duty on macaroni and 
vermicelli increased from 30 paras. to 1 cp. the oke. 

In the Second Schedule (table of ad valorem duties) the 
duty on dressed leather has-been increased from 20 per cent. 
to 25 per cent. ad valorem; turpentine (including mineral

turpentine) with a duty of 20 per cent. ad valorem has been 
added to the Schedule, and the following item in this 
Schedule has been amended by the omission of the words in 
square brackets, ‘‘ Medicines, patent or proprietary, claim- 
ing curative or remedial properties [and not included in 
the pharmacopeias of Great Britain and France] ’’—duty 
unchanged (15 per cent. ad valorem). 


GAMBIA 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Customs 
Tariff Ordinance, 1932, effective as from June 13, 1932, 
which introduces a preference on Empire goods for the first 
time in Gambia. The grant of preference is effected by 
maintaining in most cases, as far as Empire goods are con- 
cerned, the duties previously in force (which applied to 
imports from all sources) and by increasing those duties in 
the case of foreign goods. 

The Ordinance empowers the Governor by Order-in- 
Council to prescribe duties lower than those set out in the 
General Tariff in the case of specified goods originating in 
any specified foreign country. The Ordinance also empowers 
the Governor by Order-in-Council to levy special duties on 
specified goods originating in any foreign country which 
discriminates against any goods produced or manufactured 
in Gambia whether by way of duties or import prohibition 
or otherwise. 

Rules made under the Ordinance prescribe the usual con- 
ditions governing the application of preference and also 
the standard form of certificate of origin and value which 
must accompany goods for which preference is claimed. For 
the purpose of preference, goods shall not be deemed to 
be manufactured in the Empire unless at least 25 per cent. 
of their total value is the result of labour within the 
Empire.

IRISH FREE STATE 


CUSTOMS DUTY ON ARTICLES MANUFAC- 
TURED WHOLLY OR PARTLY OF WOOD OR 
TIMBER 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of June 30 
(page 931) relating, inter alia, to the Customs duties im- 
posed on articles manufactured wholly or partly of wood or 
timber imported into the Irish Free State, the United King- 
dom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has forwarded to the 
Board of Trade the following information respecting the 
practice of the Irish Free State Revenue Commissioners in 
regard to the duty of 50 per cent. ad valorem (Full Rate) 
and 334 per cent. ad valorem (Preferential Rate) imposed 
under item 18 (b) (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ notice above referred 
to) on hammers, hatchets, adzes, axes, pickaxes, mattocks, 
hoes, rakes and forks with wooden handles, imported com- 
plete, and wooden handles imported separately :— 


(1) The only implements and tools liable to duty are 
those specifically mentioned in item 18 (b). 


(2) If the items specifically mentioned are imported 
complete, duty is based and charged on the value 
of the complete article. 


(3) If wooden handles for articles specifically mentioned 
are imported separately, duty is based and 
charged on the value of the handles. 


(4) If other parts (e.g. hammer heads) of such articles 
specifically mentioned are imported separately, 
no duty is charged. 


CUSTOMS DUTY ON WHEAT FLOUR, ETC. 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade the text of a Financial 
Motion adopted by Dail Eireann on July 6, which provides 
that a Customs duty of 5s. per 280 lb. shall be imposed on all 
goods of any of the following descriptions imported into the 
Irish Free State on or after July 7: wheat flour, wheat meal 
milled wholly or mainly from wheat, and preparations (other 
than bread, biscuits, buns-and cakes) in the manufacture of

which wheat flour or wheat meal milled wholly or mainly 
from wheat has been used. 

The Motion further provides that whenever the Minister 
for Finance, after consultation with the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, is satisfied that wheat flour or 
wheat meal milled wholly or mainly from wheat is not 
obtainable from manufacturers in Saorstat Eireann in suffi- 
cient quantites, or in suitable condition, or at all, or when- 
ever the Minister of Finance, after such consultation as 
aforesaid, considers it desirable, the Revenue Commissioners 
may by licence authorise any person, subject to compliance 
with such conditions (if any) as they may think fit to impose, 
to import without payment of duty such wheat meal or 
wheat flour either, as the Revenue Commissioners shall think 
proper, without limit as to time or quantity or either of 
them or within a specified time or in a specified quantity. 


SOUTH-WEST AFRICA 
EXPORT SUBSIDIES 


With reference to the notices in the ‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
March 24 (page 426) and June 16 (page 865) regarding the 
payment of an export subsidy of 10 per cent. ad valorem on 
certain commodities exported overseas from South-West 
Africa, a recent issue of the South-West African ‘‘ Gazette ’’ 
contains a copy of a Notice (No. 25 of 1932) which provides 
that the subsidy payable shall be 25 per cent. in respect of 
wool and mohair and 20 per cent. in respect of meat (fresh 
and frozen) instead of'10 per cent. as hitherto prescribed. 

The same issue also contains regulations relating to the 
procedure in regard to the payment of the subsidy. 


UGANDA PROTECTORATE 


CERTIFICATION OF INVOICES FOR CUSTOMS 
PURPOSES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ for April 7 
(page 484) regarding the certification, at the Eastern 
African Dependencies Trade and Information Office, 32, 
Cockspur Street, London, S.W.1, of invoices (not supple- 
mented by suppliers’ invoices) for goods shipped to Kenya 
and Tanganyika Territory, the Uganda Government notify 
that similar facilities exist at the above office in respect 
of invoices for goods shipped to the Uganda Protectorate. 


FOREIGN 


AUSTRIA 
USE OF FOREIGN FUEL RESTRICTED 


A Law of December 18, 1931, provided for the setting up 
of an Advisory Committee to explore methods of increasing 
the domestic consumption of Austrian mineral fuels, and 
empowered the Ministry of Trade and Commerce (with 
certain reservations, safeguards, etc.) to fix local maximum 
selling prices for fuel of domestic origin and to compel 
consumers to fill a certain prescribed portion of their 
requirements with such fuel. 

In pursuance of these powers an Order (Fuel Order No. 2 
of May 28, 1932) was issued, fixing local maximum selling 
prices for Austrian forge coal, and providing that, within 
fourteen days from the coming into force of the Order, con- 
sumers in Vienna and Lower Austria should fill at least 
50 per cent. of their requirements of forge coal from such 
coal of Austrian production. The Order also provided for 
the gradual extension of this regime, so that, within seven 
months of the coming into force of the Order, consumers 
in most districts of Austria will be required to fill at least 
75 per cent. of their requirements of forge coal from such 
coal of Austrian origin. 

A further Order (Fuel Order No. 3 of June 8) has now 
been issued which provides that, as from June 29, all users 
of coal for household purposes and room heating in the 
district of Vienna shall fill at least 20 per cent. of their 
requirements from coal of Austrian origin. Maximum retail 
selling prices for the various kinds of Austrian house coal 
are also laid down by the Order. 


BELGIUM 


SALES TAX ON FRENCH AND CANADIAN 
GOODS 
With reference to the Law of June 16 (see the ‘‘B.T.J.”’ 


of June 23, page 908) authorising the Belgian Government 
to increase the Sales Tax on finished and semi-finished 
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goods, the ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ of July 7 contains a Decree, 
dated July 2 and effective as from August 1, which states 
that as semi-finished and finished goods of Belgian origin 
on entry into France or Canada are liable to sales or similar 
taxes while native goods are free or liable to a lower rate 
of duty, certain semi-finished and finished goods of French 
or Canadian origin will be liable to an additional duty of 
either 2 or 4 per cent. on importation into Belgium. 

The above rates of duty do not include the additional 
10 per cent. imposed by the Law of March 23, 1932, which 
will still remain applicable. 

A list of articles (in French or Flemish) liable to the new 
duties can be seen by persons interested at the Department 
of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 


CHILE 
TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received copies of two recent 
Chilean Laws providing for modifications of import duties 
on benzine and copper. 

One of the Laws, which is valid until June 30, 1933, 
authorises the President to reduce, temporarily, by 814 per 
cent. the import duties on benzine and gasoline. The second 
Law provides for the duty-free admission of copper bars 
and sheets. 


COSTA RICA 
TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Consul at San José has forwarded a translation of 
a recent law which applies increased Customs duties to a 
number of animal products, chiefly meats and dairy pro- 
duce, imported into Costa Rica. 

The goods affected include butter, cheese, tallow, fresh, 
dried, salt or preserved meat, hams and sausages, oleo 
margarine and other butter substitutes, and pure hog lard. 
The Additional Emergency Surcharge of 10 per cent. of the 
duties, applied in August, 1931, applies to the new duties. 
Particulars of the new rates of duty may be obtained from 
the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1. 


ESTONIA 


IMPORT DUTY ON TINPLATE, ETC. 


In the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of June 23 (page 902), 
giving certain particulars of increased Estonian import 
duties, it was stated the duty on iron and steel plate or 
sheet coated with copper or tin had been reduced by 50 per 
cent. It should be noted, however, that the duty on such 
plate or sheet in fact remains unchanged at its previous 
level of 4 kroon per 100 kilogs. net. The publication of the 
erroneous information was due to a printing mistake (now 
rectified) in the official Estonian announcement of the Tariff 
modifications. 


GOODS CEASING TO REQUIRE IMPORT 
LICENCES 


H.M. Consul at Tallinn has forwarded a translation of a 
Government Regulation (dated June 17 and effective as 
from June 22) which lays down a consolidated list of goods 
for the importation of which into Estonia special licences 
are required under the State Import Monopoly. This list 
is considerably shorter than the lists as they previously 
stood, particulars of which were given in the ‘ B.T.J.” of 
November 26, 1931, and subsequent issues. The following 
is a list of the goods in respect of which the requirement of 
import licence is withdrawn. The import duties applicable 
to most of these goods have recently been heavily increased 
(see the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of June 23, p. 902), and H.M. Consul at 
Tallinn draws attention to the possibility of serious difficulty 
being encountered in securing exchange to pay for the 
import of any such goods.

RENEWALS OF IMPORT QUOTAS: 
CORRECTION 


With reference to the notice in last week’s issue of the 
“B.T.J.’’ (pages 23-26) respecting renewals of French 
import quotas, it should be noted that the French ‘‘ Journal 
Officiel ? of July 6 announces that the quotas which have 
been fixed for certain marbleware and for cinematograph 
films relate to the period July 1 to September 30, and not 
to the period July 1 to July 31, as stated previously. 


EXPORT OF TINPLATE SCRAP 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of July 3 announces that, 
for a period of three months from that date, exceptions to 
the prohibition of the export from France of tinplate scrap 
) mm. or more thick will be granted in the form of in- 
dividual licences within the limits of a quota of 500 metric 
tons.

IMPORT OF COAL AND COKE 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of July 3 announces that, 
with effect from July 1, licences for the import of coal, coke 
and briquettes into France will be issued on the basis of 
70 (instead of 60) per cent. of the average imports in 1928, 
1929 and 1930.

GERMANY 


IMPORTATION OF DARI MONOPOLISED 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Berlin 
reports that an Order, dated July 5 and effective as from 
July 6, brings dari within the scope of the Maize Monopoly 
Law of March 26, 1930 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of April 3, 1930, 
page 461). As a consequence, the importation of dari into 
Germany may only be effected through the German Govern- 
ment Maize Office. 


IMPORTATION OF POTATOES TEMPORARILY 
RESTRICTED 


A Ministerial Order, dated July 6, subjects the importa- 
tion of fresh potatoes into Germany to licence requirement, 
under the Decree of December 12, 1925, during the period 
July 10-31, 1932, with the proviso, however, that a certain 
maximum quantity may be imported from each country 
without licence. This quantity (which has to include im- 
ports from July 1-9, 1932) may not exceed 70 per cent. of 
that portion of the total German imports of fresh potatoes 
in July, 1931, which should be allocated to a particular 
country on the basis of that country’s average share of 
the German potato imports for July, 1930 and 1931. 


[ Note.—In accordance with a Decree of March 7, 1930, 
designed to prevent the entry of diseased potatoes into 
Germany, potatoes may only be imported into that country 
through certain Customs houses (enumerated in Orders of 
September 30, 1930, and November 20, 1931). ] 


ITALY 
TARIFF CHANGES (COCOA BUTTER AND 
MOLASSES) 


The Italian ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’ for July 1 contains a 
Royal Decree-Law, dated June 16, which increases the 
Customs import duty on cocoa butter (Tariff No. 133) from 
257 to 322-96 paper lire per 100 kilogs. The 15 per cent. 
ad valorem surtax imposed in September last still remains 
applicable, in addition. 

A further Royal Decree-Law of the same date provides 
that, for a period of six months, duty-free admission is to 
be accorded in respect of a special quota of 3,000 metric 
tons of cane molasses, for the production of molasses fodder, 
in addition to the annual quota of 4,000 tons fixed by the 
Royal Decree-Law of February 13, 1927. 


TAXES ON COAL AND COKE 


The Italian ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’’ for July 1 contains a 
Royal Decree-Law, dated June 16 (and in force as from 
July 1), which increases the taxation on coal and coke in 
Italy. 

The fiscal charge of 1 lira per metric ton imposed by the 
Law of June 27, 1929, on all coal carried by rail or un- 
loaded in the ports, is increased to 3 lire per ton. Coal for 
merchant ships or for State administrations, and coal which 
has otherwise paid the tax, is exempt. 

The Customs duty on imported coke (carbone coke) is 
increased from 11 to 15 lire per metric ton, the 10 per cent. 
ad valorem surtax imposed in September last remaining in 
force. 


LATVIA 


IMPORTATION OF SALTED HERRINGS 


A Law dated June 28 abolishes the requirement imposed 
on January 7 last, that Latvian importers of salted herrings 
must produce, when paying Customs duty, a certificate from 
the Latvian Ministry of Agriculture stating that they have 
purchased local fish to the extent of 10 per cent. of the 
quantity of herrings imported. 


NETHERLAND EAST INDIES 


SURTAX ON IMPORT DUTIES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 10 
last (page 366) forecasting an increase (from 20 to 50 per 
cent.) in the surcharge on the basic Customs duties applic- 
able to goods imported into the Netherland East Indies, the 
Board of Trade understand that this increase came into 
force on June 15. ; 

The duties on gambier, spirits and wine are not subject 
to any surtax, and the duties on cotton piece-goods, un- 
bleached or bleached (but not colour-woven, dyed or printed) 
remain subject to the 20 per cent. surtax.

NORWAY 
TARIFF CHANGES 


The Board of Trade have received particulars of the 
alterations in the Norwegian Customs Tariff which came 
into force on June 30, in accordance with a Resolution of 
the Storting of June 28 and a Royal Proclamation of 
June 29.

PANAMA 
IMPORT DUTY ON PERFUMES

tion of a Decree (No. 89), dated May 30, which amends the 
Customs import duties on perfumes.

ROUMANIA 


ALCOHOL MONOPOLY LAW 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Bucharest 
reports that the Alcohol Monopoly Law referred to in the 
‘* B.T.J.”’ of October 1, 1931 (pages 424-5), was promulgated 
on April 21, and the text was published in the Roumanian 
‘‘ Monitor Oficial ’’ of April 22. Although several Articles 
of the Law are in force, the Law as a whole has not yet 
been put into operation, nor have regulations for its appli- 
cation yet been issued. 


SWEDEN 
MILK AND DAIRY PRODUCE 


H.M. Minister at Stockholm reports the passage of a 
Law, dated June 10, introducing measures for the en- 
couragement of the milk and dairy produce in Sweden. 


A general levy of about 2 dre a kilogram is imposed on 
all milk sold in Sweden, or used by the farmer in the pro- 
duction of cream, butter or cheese for sale. The proceeds 
of the levy are to be used to enable those dairies which pro- 
duce butter for export to pay a higher price for milk than 
they could afford to pay on the basis of the price now 
obtainable for export butter. 


A local levy is to be made on all milk and cream for con- 
sumption sold within defined areas, with a view to enabling 
a higher price than at present to be paid to the farmer for 
milk supplied to dairies for the production of butter and 
cheese. 

The general principles of the regulations for the levy of 
these duties are contained in a Decree embodied in the 
measure, which is to come into force on a date to be deter- 
mined by the Government. 


SWITZERLAND 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notice appearing in the ‘ B.T.J.”’ 
of May 26 (page 764), regarding the restrictions on the 
importation into Switzerland of certain goods, a further 
Decree, dated June 29 (Recueil des Lois Fédérales of June 
30) and a series of Avis published in the ‘‘ Feuille Officielle 
Suisse du Commerce,’’ bring into operation as from July 15, 
1932, the system of issuing import licences through central 
organisations. Licences will be granted only to persons

EXPORT FROM GREAT BRITAIN TO THE 
UNITED STATES OF ANIMAL CASINGS 
ORIGINATING IN NEW ZEALAND 


The requirement of the United States Department of 
Agriculture that animal casings shipped to this country and 
re-exported to the United States must be accompanied by 
a certificate in the form required by B.A.I. Order 305 issued 
by the appropriate Government authority of the country 
from which the casings were last shipped, or be disinfected 
upon arrival in the United States, has now been modified 
in so far as casings originating in New Zealand are con- 
cerned. 


Casings originating in New Zealand and shipped from 
Great Britain will now be admitted into the United States 
without disinfection being required, on the following con- 
ditions :— 

(a) If the casings have not been removed from their 
original containers for sorting or other purposes 
in Great Britain, entry will be allowed provided 
the casings are accompanied by the original 
certificate issued in New Zealand. 

(6b) Casings which have been sorted or otherwise handled 
at establishments in London, which are open to 
inspection by a representative of the United 
States Government, will be admitted if accom- 
panied by the original certificate issued in New 
Zealand (or a copy thereof), together with a 
supplementary certificate issued by the Secretary 
of the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, in 
the form given below.

This volume is an extension and development of an essay on 
‘‘ The Reform of the Calendar ’’ published in 1909 in ‘‘ Prob- 
lems in Time and Space.”’ 

In that essay a table was given showing the divergence 
between the new system of the Calendar then suggested, and 
the present system, for a period of 400 years. The table was 
based on the rule then submitted that every year which is 
exactly divisible by 5 but not by 50 should be a leap year of 
371 days (53 weeks), excepting only the 175th year after every 
year exactly divisible by 400. ; 

In the present volume a similar table based on the alternative 
rule that every year which has the last two figures the same as 
each other should be a leap year of 371 days, excepting only: 
(1) Years ending with ’99 (on account of their proximity to 
years ended with ’00), and (2) the 333rd year after each year 
which is exactly divisible by 400. This new table shows some 
what less divergence from the present system than is shown 
by the table previously published. In each case all years other 
than those indicated by rule would be common years of 364 
days (52 weeks). It seems that the table now given is some- 
what more simple and practicable than the table given in the 
essay published in 1909. The rule which regulates the recur- 
rence of leap years under the new table is also perhaps more 
easily remembered—a most important point in relation to any 
change affecting the Calendar. 

It should be mentioned that some repetition of historical 
facts, etc., have been to a certain extent unavoidable, both for 
the sake of clearness and to secure that the chapters, by way 
of which the subject is dealt with, may be independently 
considered.

In the issue of the ** Board of Trade Journal ’’ dated 
January 7, 1932, preliminary figures were published 
regarding the annual Census of Seamen for 1931, 
which was taken on April 26. The full results of the 
census are now available, and detailed particulars are 
given in the following Report. ‘This final Report 
includes additional data which have been received 
since the publication of the provisional figures. 

Since 1926 the Census of Seamen has been carried 
out annually in respect of seamen employed on 
March 31, but in view of the fact that the general 
Population Census was taken in 1931, the Census of 
Seamen for that year has been made to relate to the 
date of the Population Census, i.e., April 26, and it 
bas been taken in considerably more detail than the 
usual annual census. (Particulars of the ratings, 
nationalities and ages of the seamen have been 
collected in greater detail and ‘‘ foreign trade ’’ has 
been sub-divided into seventeen trading areas. 
Seamen employed on fishing vessels registered under 
both Part I. and Part IV. of the Merchant Shipping 
Act, 1894, have been included in the scope of the 
present census. The figures shown in Tables 1-4 and 
10 are presented in this Report in a form similar to 
that of recent annual censuses, while the more detailed 
information contained in other tables is comparable 
with the corresponding particulars for preceding 
decennial censuses. The results of the census relating 
to March 81, 1930, were set out in a Supplement to the 
“ B.T.J.’’ dated July 30, 1931. 

The particulars shown in the tables have been com- 
piled from data collected from lists of crews and other 
documents received by the Registrar-General of Ship- 
ping and Seamen at the termination of voyages cover- 
ing the appointed day. They do not show the total 
number of seamen who follow the sea service, but 
only those actually employed, on the day of the census, 
on sea-going vessels, other than yachts, registered at 
ports in the United Kingdom, the Isle of Man and the 
Channel Islands under Part I. of the Merchant Ship- 
ping Act, 1894, so far as the particulars are available. 
They do not include fishermen employed on fishing 
boats registered only under Part IV. of the Act, which 
consist primarily of small craft engaged in local fishing. 
Orn December 31, 1930, there were on the register 
10,960 such vessels with an aggregate tonnage of 
60,801 tons net. 

In addition to the vessels employed on April 26, 
1931, there were employed at some other time in the 
course of 1931, 960 sea-trading vessels of 100 tons 
gross and over, their aggregate tonnage being 2,231,863 
net and 3,735,491 gross. The total number of the first 
crews of such vessels in 1931 was 43,246. Correspond- 
ing particulars in respect of trading vessels of under 
100 tons gross and of fishing vessels have not been 
ascertained. On April 26 only 1,028 persons were 
employed on sea-trading vessels of less than 100 tons 
gross, there being 393 such vessels covered by the 
census, with an aggregate tonnage of 28,938 gross. 


DEFINITIONS 


The term ‘‘ seaman”’ is used throughout this Report 
to include all persons, without exception, who appear 
as members of the crew upon the agreements or

The date (June 19) on which the census was taken 
in 1921 occurred in a period of acute depression in 
shipping, accentuated by a stoppage of output at coal 
mines during the three months April to June. The 
abnormality of the results of that census may be 
measured by the fact that, whereas on April 3, 1911, 
of the total number of vessels, there were 586 trading 
vessels of 855,475 tons net without crews (including 
vessels in port between voyages, or under repair or laid 
up), the number of such vessels on June 19, 1921, was 
3,107 of 3,861,301 tons net. Similar particulars are 
not available for the censal date in 1931, but taking the 
vessels on the register at the end of April, 1931, and 
deducting the tonnage of fishing vessels and of vessels 
not sea-traders there would appear to have been about 
1,300 sea-trading vessels of about 8,020,000 tons net 
without crews on April 26, 1931. It is important, there- 
fore, when considering the figures shown in the above 
table, to bear in mind the approximate amount of ton- 
nage which was idle at the censal dates in 1921 and 


1931. 
SeA-TRADING VESSELS 


It will be seen that the number of steam and motor 
sea-trading vessels enumerated at April 26, 1931, shows 
an increase of 661 vessels, 1,933,337 tons net and 
3,531,807 tons gross, as compared with those employed

on June 19, 1921, and a decrease of 1,973 vessels and 
887,170 tons net and approximately 1,234,000 tons 
eross as compared with those employed on April 3, 


1911. 


In 1911, motor vessels were grouped with steam 
vessels for the purpose of the census. In 1921, the 
net tonnage of motor vessels was 1.2 per cent. of the 
total steam and motor tonnage employed on the censal 
date, and in 1931 this proportion had increased to 14.2 
per cent. 


As might be expected, the number of sailing vessels 
included in the census of 1931 shows a marked decline 
from the figures of preceding decennia, the decrease 
amounting during ten years to 236 vessels and 59,566 
tons net (65,903 tons gross), and during 20 years to 
1,997 vessels and 521,153 tons net. As further illus. 
trating this change in the employment of sailing 
vessels, it may be noted that no sailing vessel was 
recorded as employed outside Home Trade limits on the 
censal date in 1931, whereas in 1911 the number of 
British sailing ships employed in the foreign trade on 
the date of the census was 258, their net tonnage being 
384,538 tons and the aggregate number of their crews 
5,270. 


The change from sailing to steam and motor vessels 
has been accompanied by marked changes in the size 
of the vessels. Sailing vessels recorded as employed 
on the censal date diminished in average size from 235 
tons net in 1911 to 151 tons net in 1921 and to 79 tons 
net in 1931. Steam and motor vessels increased in size 
from an average of 1,608 tons net in 1911 to 2,067 tons 
net in 1921 and to 2,220 tons net in 19381. The motor 
vessels not only increased in number between 1921 and 
1951, but increased remarkably in average size—from 
432 tons net to 2,291 tons net—while the average 
tonnage of steam vessels employed on the censal date 
increased from 2,169 tons net in 1921 to 2,207 tons 
net in 1981. 


The aggregate of the crews of trading vessels was 
greater in 1931 than in 1921, but considerably less than 
in 1911, when the censal date fell in a period of normal 
sea trading activity. In addition, the decline in the 
number of seamen must be related to the continuance 
of the change from sailing to steam and motor vessels. 
British (other than lascars) represented 64:4 per cent. 
of the total number of seamen on April 26, 1931, 
against 63-3 per cent. in 1921 and 65-6 per cent. in 
1911. In 1931 6-6 per cent. were foreigners (other than 
lascars), compared with 7-6 per cent. in 1921 and 138 
per cent. in 1911. The proportion of lascars was 29-0 
per cent. in 1931, 29-1 per cent. in 1921 and 20-6 per 
cent. in 1911. 


FISHING VESSELS 


Steam and motor fishing vessels registered under 
Part 1 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, enumerated 
at April 26, 1931, show an increase of 661 vessels and 
of 78,790 tons net (192,349 tons gross), as compared 
with those employed on June 19, 1921; there was a de- 
crease of 259 vessels, but an increase of 41,880 tons net 
(approximately 104,000 tons gross), as compared with 
the figures for April 3, 1911. 


Motor fishing vessels formed only a small proportion 
of the total employed on the censal dates in 1921 and 
1931, both the number and tonnage showing a decline 
in the later year. In 1911, motor fishing vessels. were 
not separately enumerated in the census. 


As in the case of sea-trading vessels, the number of 
fishing vessels under sail showed a substantial decline 
in 1931 as compared with 1921 and 1911. During the 
ten years there was a decrease of 235 vessels and 7,(22 
tons net (8,327 tons gross) and during the 20 years, 
of 827 vessels and 30,584 tons net (approximately 
39,000 tons gross). 
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CENSUS OF SEAMEN—Continued 


Taken as a whole, fishing vessels have increased in 
size during the last two decades, the increase since 
1921 being particularly marked. Steam and motor 
vessels employed on the censal date inereased in 
average size from 56 tons net in 1911 to 66 tons net 
in 1921 and to 84 tons net in 1931. The average size 
of sailing vessels was, however, somewhat less in the 
later years than in 1911. 


The aggregate of the crews of fishing vessels was 
considerably greater in 1931 than in 1921, but less than 
in 1911. British subjects represented 96 per cent. of 
the total number of fishermen in 1911 and more than 
99 per cent. in each of the later years. 


COMPARISON WITH THE CENSUSES OF 1926 To 1930 


The number and tonnage of the vessels engaged in 
sea-trading and the numbers of the seamen employed 
thereon at the censal dates in the years 1926 to 1931

other than sea-going vessels (i.e., vessels not included 
in the scope of the census), and also that during the 
years 1930 and 1931 an increasing amount of tonnage 
was laid up at the smaller ports. For ports other than 
the principal ports included in Column (4) of the above 
table, the net tonnage reported by the Chamber of 
Shipping as laid up on January 1, 1930, was 12,770 
tons, and on October 1, 1930, was 110,963 tons. The 
figure for April 1, 1931, was 329,291 tons; particulars 
for April 1, 1980, are not available, but it is estimated 
that the total of laid-up tonnage was about one million 
tons more on April 1, 1931, than a year earlier. 


It will be seen that the changes in the official figures 
recorded in Column (8) of the above table agree as to 
trend with the changes in the Chamber of Shipping 
figures for vessels laid up at ports in Great Britain and 
Ireland. There are, however, differences between the 
figures which cannot be accounted for satisfactorily by 
the factors referred to in the preceding paragraph, and

In comparing the figures of tonnage employed on 
the censal date in 1926 to 1931 it may be of interest 
to note how far the changes can be related to the net 
additions to, or deductions from, the register and to 
the amount of tonnage laid up at the principal ports 
of Great Britain and Ireland. The following table 
shows for each of the last six years the net tonnage of 
the steam and motor vessels on the register at ports in 
the United Kingdom (including the Isle of Man and 
Channel Islands), the net tonnage employed on the 
censal dates, and the amount of tonnage laid up. As 
the tonnage of sailing vessels included in the returns of 
laid-up tonnage compiled by the Chamber of Shipping 
is known to be very small, the following table relates 
to steam and motor vessels only :—

been a progressive increase in the number of vessels 
awaiting further employment and not reported as laid 
up in United Kingdom ports or of non-trading vessels 
on the register. ‘he difference was, however, slight 
for the latest year, so far as can be judged from the 
data available. 


With regard to the seamen employed, the total 
number recorded at the censal date in 1931 was sub- 
stantially less than in any of the five preceding years. 
The reduction as compared with the previous year was 
about 13 per cent. and as compared with 1929 nearly 
17 per cent, 


It may be noted in this connection that the number 
of seamen engaged at Mercantile Marine Offices in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland during the first 
quarter of 1931 was 101,513, the corresponding figures 
for 1929 and 1930 being 126,016 and 120,517 respect- 
ively. The 1931 figure for engagements shows a reduc- 
tion of 15-8 per cent. as compared with 1930 and of 
19:4 per cent. as compared with 1929. 


The proportion of the total number of seamen em- 
ployed on the censal date in 1931 which was repre- 
sented by British other than lascars, viz., 64:4 per 
cent., was less than in any year since 1926. 
Foreigners in 1931 represented only 6°6 per cent. of 
the total, a proportion substantially smaller than in 
any other year shown in the table, while the proportion 
of lascars, which increased from 26:3 per cent. in 1929 
to 27:1 per cent. in 1930, increased still further to 
29:0 per cent. in 1931. 


At the censal dates in the five years 1926 to 1930, 
the number of British seamen (other than lascars) 
employed averaged 131,035, the number of foreigners 
(other than lascars) averaged 15,578, and the number 
of lascars 52,465. The average total number employed 
was 199,078, the percentage of British seamen in 
this total being 65°8, of foreigners 7-8, and of lascars 
26:4. The totals reported for 1931 show reductions, as 


compared with the five-year averages, of 16-9 per cent.

in the number of British seamen, of 28-1 per cent. in 
that of foreigners, and of 6-4 per cent. in the number 
of lascars. The figures would seem to indicate that 
lascars had felt the effect of the reduced employment 
resulting from the trade depression to a smaller extent 
than other seamen.

An examination of the above figures shows that the 
reduction in the total number of vessels employed at 
the censal date in 1931 as compared with 1930 was 
greater in the foreign trade than in the coasting or 
home trade. The reduction was about 6 per cent. in 
both the coasting and the home trade, but was more 
than 12 per cent. in the foreign trade, while the net 
tonnage employed shows reductions of 7 per cent. in 
the coasting, 5 per cent. in the home and 11 per cent. 
in the foreign trade. The number of seamen employed 
in the coasting and in the home trade in 1931 shows 
a similar proportionate decrease when compared with 
the figures for the previous year to that recorded in the 
case of vessels (6 per cent), but in the foreign trade 
the reduction in personnel was 2 per cent. greater than 
that for vessels. 


TRADING AREAS. 


The trades in which the vessels and seamen were 
employed on the censal date in 1931 are indicated in 
Table VI. The classification lacks precision, as many 
of the voyages extend to two or more of the districts, 
but it may serve to indicate the relative importance 
of the different trading areas. For the present census, 
the regional classification used in the Annual Statement 
of the Navigation and Shipping of the United Kingdom 
has been followed, so far as possible, and consequently 
the figures do not afford a comparison with those for 














It will be seen that slightly more than one-third 
(33-5 per cent.) of the gross tonnage and 25-9 per cent. 
of the seamen were employed in the trade between 
ports in home trade limits and the American Con- 
tinent, while 31°3 per cent. of the tonnage and 29-9 
per cent. of the seamen were employed in trading to 
the Middle and Far East and Australasia. A little 
less than 10 per cent. of the tonnage and 11-5 per cent. 
of the seamen were recorded as having been employed 
on voyages to countries in Europe and on the Mediter- 
ranean Sea, including the home (other than coasting) 
trade. The item ‘“‘ other trades ’’ (foreign) comprises 
mainly vessels which did not touch at a port within 
home trade limits during the currency of the agree- 
ment covering the censal date but which were not 
engaged in local trading abroad. 


While no precise comparison can be made with the 
trading areas recorded at the censuses of 1911 and 
1921, except for vessels engaged in the home trade and 
coasting trade, the following table shows a rough com. 
parison in respect of certain areas, but it may be noted 
that some of the earlier figures err probably on the high 
side owing to greater lack of precision in the particular 
trading areas recorded.

The special conditions prevailing at the time of the 
census in 1921 have already been mentioned, and the 
distribution of British shipping at that date may be 
abnormal. Nevertheless, the very marked decline in 
the tonnage of vessels trading with Europe (outside 
home trade limits) and the Mediterranean, noted in 
1921 as compared with 1911, has continued in 1931. 
This decline was in vessels trading to the Mediter- 
ranean, which in 1911 represented 12-2 per cent. of the 
total. The proportion of vessels trading to the Atlantic 
Coast of North America, including the West Indies, to 
the Atlantic Coast of South America, and to West and 
South Africa, differed little in 1931 and in 1911, the 
very high proportion recorded in 1921 for vessels 
trading to the first of these areas probably being due 
to the abnormal conditions at that time. 


The figures for the home trade and coasting trade 
combined show a relative decline in 1931 compared 
with either of the earlier years; a transference of 
vessels trading with ports in Southern Ireland from 
the category of coasting trade to that of home trade 
might have been expected to lead in 1931 to a 
decreased proportion in the coasting trade and a corre- 
sponding increase in the home trade, but to what 
extent the decline in the proportion of vessels engaged 
in the coasting trade in 1931 may have been due to 
this cause cannot be stated. Comparing the post-war 
years with 1911 there was a large relative increase in 
the vessels engaged in the home trade and a corre- 
sponding decrease in those engaged in the coasting 
trade. ‘This may, perhaps, be associated to some 
extent (1) with the change over from sailing to steam 
and motor (sailing vessels representing 32 per cent. 
of the total net tonnage in the coasting trade in 1911 
and only 13 per cent. in 1931), the greater speed of the 
steam and motor vessels giving them a greater relative 
carrying capacity, and (2) with vessels engaged 
primarily in coasting voyages taking out home trade 
agreements to enable them to undertake home trade 
voyages as well if required, 


Apart from the 12 passenger liners engaged in 
pleasure cruising, the largest vessels were employed in 
1931 in the trade to and from the Atlantic coast of 
North America and Australasia. The vessels in the 
tormer of these trades averaged 8,100 tons gross and in 
the latter 7,700 tons gross, with crews averaging 97 and 
82 respectively. In the groups ‘‘ East Africa, Persian 
Gulf, India ’’ and ‘‘ Eastern Asia and Islands in the 
Pacific ’’ the vessels averaged 6,600 and 7,000 tons 
gross respectively, with crews numbering about 80 per 
vessel. Vessels which traded to the Pacific coast of 
the American Continent and to West and South Africa 
Were, on average, of 6,200 tons gross and 6,100 tons 
gross respectively, the average number of the crew 
being 51 in the former and 91 in the latter trade; the 
average tonnage of vessels trading to the Atlantic coast 
of Central and South America was about 5,500 tons 
gross, with crews averaging 46 per vessel. In the trade 
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with European and Mediterranean countries (other 
than home trade) vessels averaged about 2,300 tons 
gross and seamen 25 per vessel; while in the home 
trade the corresponding figures were 760 tons gross and 
13 seamen, and in the coasting trade 390 tons gross and 
8 seamen. 


Practically the whole of the lascar seamen were 
employed on vessels trading either to, or in, Eastern 
and Australasian waters, but foreigners (other than 
lascars) were distributed over the crews for all trading 
areas. 


Foreigners were employed to a far greater extent 
than British subjects on whaling vessels, on which 
there were employed 1,064 seamen of Norwegian 
nationality and 104 seamen of other nationalities, 
including 96 British. British subjects slightly 
outnumbered foreign subjects on vessels engaged in 
local trading abroad, other than those engaged in 
trading in Far Eastern waters, where the bulk of the 
crews were employed under lascar agreements. In no 
other trade did foreigners exceed 20 per cent. of the 
total British and foreign subjects recorded, but in the 
trade with Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediter- 
ranean Countries and with the West Indies and Central 
America (Atlantic Coast) the proportion of foreigners 
to the total, excluding lascars, was between 15 and 
20 per cent. 


AGE DISTRIBUTION OF SEAMEN 


Table V. shows the ages of seamen (other than 
lascars, whose ages are not stated in the lists) em- 
ployed on sea-trading vessels on April 26, 1931. The 
particulars show that of the British and foreign seamen 
employed the foreign trade included a larger proportion 
of those in the younger age groups than did either the 
coasting or the home trade, the proportion for the home 
trade being somewhat greater than for the coasting 
trade. Of the seamen whose ages were stated, those 
under 25 years represented 14-0 per cent. in the coasting 
trade, 15-8 per cent. in the home trade, and 27:3 per 


-cent. in the foreign trade, the corresponding propor- 


tions in the age group 25 to 34 years being 26:5 per 
cent., 28°7 per cent., and 33-6 per cent. respectively. 
Seamen of 35 and under 55 years represented 45-1 per 
cent. in the coasting, 45:4 per cent. in the home and 
34-5 per cent. in the foreign trade, while the percentages 
in respect of seamen of 55 years and over were 14-4, 
10°1 and 4-6 respectively.

In the home (including coasting) trade the age dis- 
tribution did not differ greatly as between 1911 and 
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1921, but there was a considerable change in 1931. 
Seamen under 25 years of age in 1931 formed a sub- 
stantially smaller proportion of this total than in either 
1921 or 1911, while the proportion in both the other 
age groups shown in the table was appreciably greater. 


In the foreign trade in 1921 each of the three age 
groups shown represented approximately one-third of 
the total; in 1931 there was a relative increase in the 
age group 35 years and over, and a corresponding 
decrease in the youngest age group; in 1911 the 
youngest age group represented under one-third, and 
the age group 25 to 34 over one-third of the total. 


The age distribution of British seamen differs con- 
siderably from that of the population of the country, 
as a whole, as will be seen from the following table, 
which compares the distribution of the occupied male 
population of England and Wales in certain age groups 
with that of male seamen employed on sea-trading 
vessels at the censal dates in 1911, 1921 and 1931 :—

The table shows that the proportion of employed 
sritish seamen between the ages of 18 and 20 is about 
the same as that of the occupied males, but between 
the ages of 20 and 35 the proportion of seamen is 
markedly greater than that of males in all occupations. 
In the age group 35-45 the proportions for seamen and 
for occupied males are similar, and thereafter seamen 
are in a minority, though showing some relative increase 
in 1931 as compared with 1911 and 1921. The age 
distribution of foreign seamen differs somewhat from 
that of British seamen, the young seamen comprising 
both in 1921 and in 1931 a smaller proportion and those 
aged 25 to 45 years a larger proportion of the foreigners 
than of the British. The changes in age distribution of 
seamen at the several censal dates may match to some 
extent the changes in age distribution of the general 
male population, which are to a considerable extent 
the result of the war, but no precise comparison can be 
made for 1931 in the absence of the corresponding data 
for the general population which have not yet been 
published. 


NATIONALITY OF SEAMEN 


Details of the nationalities of seamen (other than 
lascars) employed on April 26, 1931, on sea-going 
vessels (except yachts) are given in Table IX. In 
classifying the foreign seamen according to their 
nationality, seamen born in an overseas possession of 
a foreign country have been treated as belonging to 
that country; except in the cases of the Netherlands 
(Dutch West Indies, 41), Portugal (Portuguese 
Atlantic Islands, 75), and the United States (Philip- 
pine Islands, 42) the number of such seamen was very 
small. The total for ‘‘ Other Baltic Countries ’’ in- 
cludes Finland 219, Russia 165, Estonia 310, and 
Latvia 192. 


The distribution of the British seamen according to 
their place of birth among the several divisions of the 
British Islands and the rest of the British Empire as 
recorded as the censal dates in 1911, 1921 and 1931

The above figures show that of the British seamen 
enumerated more than 90 per cent. in each year were 
recorded as born in the British Islands, the proportion 
rising from 90°7 per cent. in 1911, to 91-1 per cent. in 
1921, and to 94:6 per cent. in 1931. ‘The increased 
proportion in 1931 is due to some extent to the fact that 
it has been possible by extended enquiries to reduce ap- 
preciably the number of seamen described as British 
and not otherwise defined. English and Welsh seamen 
were proportionately greater in number in 1931 than 20 
years earlier, but the proportion of seamen of Scottish 
and Irish origin was smaller. The decrease in the 
numbers and proportion of Irish seamen employed in 
1931 as compared with the earlier years may be asso- 
ciated with the absence from the 1931 data of informa- 
tion regarding the vessels registered in the Irish Free 
State. There was a marked falling off in 1931 as com- 
pared with the two preceding decennia in both the 
actual number and the proportion of seamen recorded 
as belonging to ‘‘ Other parts of the British Kmpire, ” 
and in this connection it should be noted that in the 
two earlier years a certain number of coloured seamen 
of doubtful nationality who claimed to have been born 
within the British Empire were classified as British. 
Under the terms of the Special Restriction (Coloured 
Alien Seamen) Order, 1925, however, such persons are 
for administrative purposes regarded as aliens unless 
they can produce evidence of British nationality, and 
have consequently been classified as foreigners in the 
present census. The effect of this change has been to 
include as foreigners 1,860 seamen who, in accordance 
with the practice obtaining prior to 1926, would have 
been enumerated as British.

Having regard to the total number of seamen of each 
nationality employed, a high proportion of stewards 
were of English birth, masters and deck officers of 
Welsh birth, engineers of Scottish birth and deck hands 
of Irish birth; while the majority of foreigners were 
firemen and trimmers or deck hands. 
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Of the total number of foreigners 1,500, or 13 per 
were of Norwegian nationality, and 1,237, or 11 
per cent., were of Chinese nationality. The latter 
number does not include any persons of Chinese 
rationality employed under lasecar agreements, the

It will be seen from the above table that the number 
of seamen (other than lascars) of all ratings employed 
per 100,000 tons gross of shipping on the “date of the 
census was somewhat less in 1921 than in 1911, and 
substantially less in 1931 than in either of those years. 
The average number of masters and of deck and 
navigating officers shows a sharp decline from 1911 
to 1921 and a further decline, though much less marked, 
during the last ten years. Apprentices have been 
employed on a larger scale during recent years, both the 
actual number and the average per 100,000 tons gross 
being greater in 1921 and 1931 than in 1911. In the 
two later years, the number of apprentices was about 
the same as the number of masters, i.e., about one per 
vessel, whereas in 1911 there were only 2 apprentices 
tc. each 5 vessels. 


The substantial decrease from 2388 to 139 between 
1911 and 1931 in the average number of sailors, other 
than Jasears, required for 100,000 tons gross of shipping 
may be attributed in some measure to the reduced 
number of sailing vessels inemployment. This decrease 
has been partially offset by increased employment of 
lascars, the number of whom increased from 71 per 
100,000 tons gross in 1911 to 104 in 1921, but in the 
next decade the number per 100,000 tons gross de- 
creased to 98. The number of firemen and trimmers 
shows a similar marked decline from 208 per 100,000 
tons gross of shipping in 1911 to 119 in 1931—again 
partially offset by increased employment of lascars, 
such increase, as in the case of the deck department, 
occurring in the decade 1911-1921. The decrease in the 
total number of firemen and trimmers, including lascars, 
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required for 100,000 tons gross of shipping, only took 
place during the last decade, and may be attributed 
partly to the increased use of oil fuel in steamships 
and partly to the increased employment of motor 
vessels. The average number of stewards and of 
‘‘ other ’’ ratings rose shi: arply from 1911 to 1921, due 
chiefly to the advent of the luxury type of passenger 
vesse! and to the increased number of wireless cperators 
ce but fell again to some extent in 1931 owing 
to the slump in long-dist: ince passenger traffic in that 
year. The number of ships’ engineers per 100,000 tons 
eross of shipping varied but little in the three years 
under review.

WomEN I.MPLOYED 


Of the total number of persons enumerated as em- 
ployed on vessels registered in the United Kingdom on 
April 26, 1931, 1,730 were women, of whom 1 635 were 
british subjects and 95 were foreigners. All these 
women were engaged in the stewards’ department on 
steam and motor vessels, 1,581 serving in foreign trade 
ships and 149 in coasting and home trade vessels. 
The number of stewardesses, ete., employed in 1911 
was 1,269, of whom 1,169 were eitieh: in 1921 the 
number employed was 1,274, including 1,180 British.

CREWS ON PASSENGER VESSELS 


The results of an analysis by departments of the 
crews employed on passenger-carrying vessels that 


were registered in the United Kingdom, the Isle 
of Man and the Channel Islands is shown in 
Table X. on page xix. In this table particulars 
are included of every vessel employed at the 
censal date in 1931 which held a_ sea-going pas- 
senger certificate issued by the Board of Trade, 


and, in addition, certain other vessels fitted for the 


carriage of passengers, many of which were trading 
abroad and obtained passenger certificates locally. 


The figures in respect of passenger tonnage in employ- 
ment do not, of course, show the extent to which the 
available passenger accommodation was utilised. The 
principal trades in which the vessels and seamen were 
employed have been grouped. The trade in which a 
vessel should be classified has been determined by 
the farthest port from the United Kingdom touched at 


during the currency of the agreement covering the 
censal date. In the group “ other trades,’’ the 


majority of the vessels for which figures are included 
did not hold Board of Trade sea-going passenger certi- 
ficates, but it is known that they were employed in 
local passenger-carrying trades, chiefly in Eastern 
waters. 


It will be seen from the table on page xix that 414 
steam and motor passenger-carrying vessels, with a 
sross tonnage of 3,835,926 (2,268,685 net) were 
enumerated as employed in the foreign trade on 
April 26, 1981. The number of vessels was 85 less, 
and the gross tonnage 612,449 (366,876 net) less than 
the corresponding figures for March 31, 1930. The 
crews numbered 66,653 in 1931 and 82 268 in 1930. 


From a consideration of these figures it would appear 
that of the estimated increase of nearly a million tons 
net in laid-up tonnage at April 1, 1931, as compared 
with a year earlier, to which reference has been made 
in the earlier part of this Report, cargo tonnage 
represented about three-fifths of the decrease and pas- 
senger-carrying tonnage about two-fifths. During 
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the preceding twelve months the increase im 
laid-up tonnage consisted almost entirely of cargo 
tonnage. Comparing the position in April, 1931, 
with that two years earlier, the proportion of 
passenger-carrying tonnage laid up differed little 
from that of cargo tonnage. While, as indicated 
above, the extent to which available passenger 
accommodation is utilised cannot be stated, it may 
be noted that the passengers carried in British vessels 
between the United Kingdom and places outside 
Europe and the Mediterranean Sea numbered about 
614,000 and 522,000 respectively in the twelve months 
ended March 31, 1930 and 1931. Particulars are not 
available as to the numbers of passengers carried in 
British vessels between Europe (other than the United 
Kingdom) and America, and to and from other parts 
of the world. 


In the home and coasting trade there was some in- 
crease in employment, 93 passenger vessels being 
recorded at the censal date in 1931, their gross tonnage 
aggregating 168,889 tons (55,153 net), as compared 
with 90 vessels in 1930 with a gross tonnage of 136,401 
tons (60,111 net), while the crews totalled 3,372 in 1931 
and 3,202 in the earlier year. 


In 1931 the gross tonnage of the passenger vessels 
represented approximately 30 per cent. of the aggre- 
gate gross tonnage employed in the foreign trade and 
over 16 per cent. of the aggregate tonnage employed in 
the home and coasting trade. The corresponding per- 
centages for 1930 were 31 and 12. The crews em- 
ployed on passenger vessels in the foreign trade com- 
prised 40,803 British in 1931 and 51,012 in 1930, 2,275 
foreigners in 1931 and 3,544 in 1930, and 23,575 lascars 
in 1981 and 27,712 in 1930; of the lascars all but a 
small proportion were employed in each year on vessels 
trading either to, or in, Eastern waters. Only 15 
foreigners in 1931 and 12 in 1930 were recorded as 
employed on the passenger vessels in the home and 
coasting trade. 


With regard to the steam and motor vessels (other 
than passenger vessels) in the foreign trade, the 
number decreased from 2,128 in 1930 to 1,897 in 
1931 and the gross tonnage decreased from 10,026,689 
tons to 9,128,666 tons; while the crews included 57,255 
British in 1930 and 49,974 in 1931, 10,299 foreigners in 
1930 and 8,872 in 1931, and 24,970 lascars in the 
earlier and 25,550 in the later year. 


The number of passenger vessels in certain trades at 
the censal dates in 1930 and 1931, and their gross 
tonnage expressed as a percentage of the total tonnage 
employed in passenger trading at the respective dates,

The largest vessels were employed in the North 
Atlantic passenger trade and in pleasure cruising. In 
1931 the average gross tonnage of the 31 vessels in the 
former group was 21,600 tons and of the 12 vessels in 
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the latter group 18,900 tons; the 39 vessels in the 
Australian and New Zealand trade averaged 14,000 
tons gross; the 46 vessels trading to South and Central] 
America averaged 9,300 tons gross; the average ton- 
nage of the 33 vessels engaged in the trade with South 
and West Africa was 9,200 tons gross, and that of the 
93 vessels trading to the East Indies, China and Japan 
was 9,000 tons gross. These figures as compared with 
those for 1930 show a large increase in the average 
tonnage of the vessels employed in the North Atlantic 
passenger trade and in the trade with South and West 
Africa, and a moderate decrease in that of the vessels 
in the trade with South and Central America. In 
the foreign trade, the largest numbers of vessels in any 
one tonnage group (91 in 1929 and 1931 and 93 in 
1930) were recorded in the 6,000 and under 8,000 ton- 
nage range, while the number of vessels employed of 
a gross tonnage greater than 14,000, which increased 
from 77 in 1929 to 86 in 1930 fell in 1931 to 79. 


VESSELS BELONGING TO THE ISLE OF MAN AND THE 
CHANNEL ISLANDS 


The vessels belonging to the Isle of Man which were 
employed in sea-trading on April 26, 1931, numbered 
18, with a gross tonnage of 8,273 (3,333 net), and the 
total number of seamen employed was 249. The corre- 
sponding particulars for vessels belonging to the 
Channel Islands were 14 vessels, aggregating 13,452 
tons gross (8,338 net), the total number of seamen 
employed being 323. ‘T'wo of these vessels were em- 
ployed in the foreign trade and the others in the coasting 
or home trade. Practically the whole of the tonnage 
was steam, 


FOREIGN VESSELS IN Ports IN GREAT BRITAIN 


In the course of taking the Census, particulars were 
ascertained of the crews of foreign vessels which were 
in ports in Great Britain on April 26, 1931. There were 
491 such vessels, of which 339 of 400,815 tons net, 
669,516 tons gross, were trading vessels and 152 were 
fishing vessels. The crews of the trading vessels num- 
bered 6,528, of whom 93 were British seamen, and the 
crews of the fishing vessels 849, including 3 British. 
At the censal date in 1921 there were 660 such vessels 
with crews of 9,283 men, including 238 British seamen, 
the corresponding figures for 1911 being 781 vessels and 
11,258 seamen. 


The following table shows the number, tonnage and

There were also in ports in Great Britain on April 
26, 1931, 48 trading vessels of 19,450 tons net, 45,840 
gross, registered in the Irish Free State. The crews 
of these vessels numbered 481, of whom 479 were 
British seamen and 2 foreigners. 
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The above particulars are not included in the tables 
with this Report. 


SEAMEN INCLUDED IN GENERAL POPULATION CENSUS 


The number of seamen employed on April 26, 1931, 
on British sea-going vessels (except yachts) and in- 
eluded in the General Census of Population was 41,773 
(including 3,868 lascars). That number represents the 
crews of sea-trading vessels in port on that day and of 
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coasting vessels and fishing vessels registered under 
Part I. of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, whether 
in port or not on April 26. It is, however, possible that 
the crews of a few fishing vessels engaged on very long 
distance trips may not have been enumerated on shore, 
as particulars were not required to be furnished if the 
vessel arrived more than a fortnight after the censal 
date. These 41,773 seamen are included in the tables 
with this Report.
